HINTON St George resident Jane Donaldson has just 
published her memoirs - Plain Jane - at the age of 80 
and the village shop has supported her by devoting 
their entire window display to a few reminders of her 
exciting past. 

Jane moved into the village 33 years go, having run 
a village shop with her husband and needing to 
downsize after he died. The little cottage she now 
lives in was the first she viewed in her hunt for a new 
home. 

Describing herself as "a bit of a rebel" the naughty 
girl who got expelled from school, she trained as a ra¬ 
diographer but finding it a financial struggle, edged 
her was into the world of advertising where she 
brushed shoulders with many celebrities of the day. 

In her twenties she embraced all the delights Lon¬ 
don had to offer in the 1950s and her memoirs are a 
candid account of a life that has been lived to the full 
and has taken many different directions.

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Green Deal launches 


Autumn is a time for a review of your home's ability to stay 
warm and cosy during the approaching winter months, a 
good time also for the government to launch the biggest 
transformation of the nation's draughty housing stock ever 
attempted. 

The government's "Green Deal", which launched 1 October, 
aims to plug the gaps in 14m of Britain's warmth-leaking 
homes, making them cosier, cheaper to heat and producing 
less climate-heating carbon emissions.

"Solving severe problem of soaring energy bills" 

The Green Deal is an important initiative as it will help to 
deal with the "severe and pressing problem of soaring en¬ 
ergy bills and fuel poverty, while making a huge contribu¬ 
tion to the UK's efforts to avert dangerous climate change" 
says Ed Davey, the Secretary of State for Energy and Climate 
Change. 

"Radical action is needed in order to deliver the more 
expensive efficiency measures, such as solid-wall insulation, 
with loft and cavity wall insulation now saving money so 
quickly for homeowners that a subsidy is no longer needed. 
Nevertheless, it will be a gradual roll out because it is a new 
market and we are looking ahead two, three, four, five 
years". 

To back up the Green Deal incentives are in place including 
£200m in cash-backs and plans for council tax rebates, but 
the essence of the Green Deal is that the cost-savings 
resulting from installing energy efficiency measures will 
cover the cost of paying for them through the household's 
monthly energy bill, spread over a period of years. 

Green Deal Advisors (GDA) have been trained and certified 
to advise householders on the energy-efficiency measures 
best suited, together with guiding the householder 
through the process of getting finance for the installation 
cost. Retrofit energy-efficiency measures included under 
the Green Deal include replacement of boilers, insulation, 
and windows together with installation of renewables such 
as solar thermal panels and possibly solar PV panels. 
Appliance Replacement can end fuel-poverty 
In addition, emphasis is being put on replacement of old 
household appliances as being an important and effective 


way of reducing the energy bill. The latest A*** fridge- 
freezer will use fewer units (kWh) of electricity a year com¬ 
pared to a ten-year old item which may use at least twice 
that consumption. 

A heated towel rail 46 years old, a boiler more than ten 
years old, a fridge freezer twenty years old, and an electric 
hob more than fifteen years old, all in one pensioner's 
home. If all units were to be replaced the savings would lift 
her out of fuel poverty as her monthly bill would reduce by 
some 30%.

It is almost certain 
that the rate for men will 
drop but will the rate for 
women increase? 

The annuity market is 
volatile with annuity rates 
being cut 14 times since 
July, this may worsen with 
more EU legislation de¬ 
manding that insurance 
companies hold larger re¬ 
serves. It's also expected 
that rates will fall still fur¬ 
ther next year. If you're 
over 55 and thinking of 
taking a pension soon, the 
next few weeks could be 
key. 

Over 55% of people don't 
shop the market and many 
people would qualify for 
enhanced annuities be¬ 
cause of health and 
lifestyle conditions. Good 
independent advice is 
more important now as it 
really is becoming a fine 
art to gain the best annu¬ 
ity rates and initial consul¬ 
tations cost nothing.

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Last minute reprieve for Special Horses centre 


AFTER A two week roller coaster ride of 
high and lows, it seemed on Monday morning 
that the specialist equine therapy centre Spe¬ 
cial Horses for Special Children, based near 
Chard, would be forced to close. 

Despite managing to raise around £12,500 
during their two week rescue appeal, the sum 
was not enough to secure the yard through the 
winter and founder Lilias Ahmeira took the 
decision to advertise the horses for sale. 

On Tuesday she was invited back to BBC 
Somerset to explain the closure on their 
morning show and during the afternoon a call 
came in offering the centre the financial se¬ 
curity needed to get through to the spring and 
give it the breathing space to build back up. 

Donations from £5 to thousands have come 
from all directions including a pensioner in 
her nineties, business owners and personal 
donations. 

Once the word of the closure got out, Ms 
Ahmeira said they were inundated with calls 
from distraught parents who had been hoping 
to bring their children to the centre for ther¬ 
apy. 

She said: "It was like a bereavement, people 
kept turning up at the yard and just seeming 
lost. We are so very grateful to everyone who 
has worked phenomenally hard these last two 
weeks and words can't express our thanks to 
everyone who donated, especially the two 
who came forward in such a generous way. 

"This has saved us until the spring but now 
the real work commences to make sure we 
are sustainable. We need a group of special 
angels in the background who are prepared to 
support us on a monthly basis until we are 
self-supporting, to underwrite any unforeseen

still looking for sponsors. 

"I need to get the yard back up and running 
again, we had begun to wind down on staff 
and have lost our apprentice, so will be look¬ 
ing for another and a Saturday person who 
has horse experience to give me a break on 
the weekend. 

"I want to set up the boot camps for parental 
support with yurts which will give families 
somewhere to stay with their child who may 
suffer aggressive outbursts, making B&B im¬ 
possible. Currently we have fa mili es driving 
up to five hours to be here for half a day. 

"The plan is to turn our family room into a 
more friendly area with a kitchenette, shower 
and woodbumer and to have louvered doors 
big enough to allow a horse in for indoor ther¬ 
apy on bad days. If any builders have time 
and or materials they can spare please come 
and talk to me. 

"We also need reliable volunteers who can 
commit to being available on a given day for 
either a morning, afternoon or all day session. 
They don't have to riders although we would 
like some who are, they just need to be caring 
and patient and able to walk or stand along¬ 
side a horse during the therapy work as some¬ 
one has to be either side of the child at all 
times. Grounds and maintenance volunteers 
are also welcome." 

The centre is now out if the woods but 
hopes that the enthusiasm of everyone who 
contacted them with promises of fundraising 
help, will now back them up and prevent 
them ever having to contemplate closure 
again.

had decided to make 
some herself and got out 
the pinking shears and 
string but found it harder 
than she thought. She had 
gathered all the materials 
she wanted from the 
grandchildren’s dresses 
and fancy lace table 
cloths, so it was all differ¬ 
ent weights of fabrics and 
a real challenge. I wasn’t 
sure I could make it look 
nice but it turned out al¬ 
right and the bride was 
thrilled. 

“I kept checking and no 
one was doing really long 
lengths. You can’t make it 
in just five minutes and 


because it is being hired 
out it has to be made to 
last. A lot of people don’t 
think of it as something 
for indoors. Drying hun¬ 
dreds of feet of wet 
bunting can be a night¬ 
mare but it is great for 
decorating a room or a 
marquee indoors and I do 
miniature bunting to go 
around table tops. 

“I like a challenge and 
don’t want people to 
think it all has to be pink 
and spotty, I have sugar 
and spice range in black 
and purple with stocking 
tops which would be 
great for Halloween, it 


appeals to my wicked 
sense of humour.” 

Claire said her sewing 
really does keep her sane 
and she finds the whole 
process very therapeutic, 
on days when she can’t sit 
at the machine she is re¬ 
searching the fashion of 
fabrics as she only uses 
new, unless requested 
otherwise. 

She and friend Liz Per- 
ring, who keeps her com¬ 
pany when she works and 
helps out occasionally, 
are often to be found in 
fabric shops searching for 
more material.

FOUR local poets living in Chard, South 
Petherton, East Chinnock and Frampton in 
Dorset, have won prizes in Petherton Po¬ 
etry Please! run by Petherton Arts Trust to 
coincide with National Poetry Day yester¬ 
day, Thursday, October 4th. 

Their work was selected from 69 entries 
and will be read out at a Live Poetry 
Evening at The David Hall tomorrow (Sat¬ 
urday, October 6th). 

Chard man Clive Sanders, who served 
37 years in the Royal Corps of Signals, 
won the adult category with his poem, 
“The Man at the Back of the Church”, 
which reflects his time in Bosnia. On hear¬ 
ing of his success, the recently retired 65 
year old commented: “I am over the 
moon!” 

Frampton schoolboy William Musk, age 
12, won the category for 8 to 14-year-olds 
with “The Midnight Zombie”, which one 
of the judges described as “very scary”. 
William attends St Osmond’s Middle 
School in Dorchester and his inspiration 
came from playing video games. 

There were two special mentions in the 
adult group, both for poems which make 
light-hearted and clever use of words. The 
poets are Joanna Cox of East Chinnock, 
with a work called “Eve’s Pudding” and 
South Petherton resident and librarian, 
Marnie Doble, whose poem was entitled 
“Fish”. 

Mr Sanders received a cheque for £40 
and William Musk has won a £15 book 
token. The two special mentions will each 
be awarded £20. 

The prizes have been sponsored by Kate 
Vanovitch, the Petherton Arts Trust mem¬ 
ber who initiated the competition last year. 
She has given them in memory of her 
mother, Betty Vanovitch, who lived next 
door to The David Hall until her death, six 
years ago. 


She commented: My mum was more at 
ease inside poetry than anywhere else. She 
would have loved the idea of sponsoring 
this event and my dad, who still lives in 
the village, is delighted.” 

Kate Vanovitch was a judge again this 
year, alongside last year’s winner in the 
adult group Nigel Birket, of Ilminster,, 
who is also a David Hall volunteer. Cath 
Langdon, known as the Pam Ayres of 
South Petherton, was also a judge for the 
second year. Cath writes amusing verse 
about “life's little troubles”. 

William Musk, Joanna Cox and Marnie 
Doble will perform their work at The 
David Hall on Saturday alongside profes¬ 
sional poets, Jonny Fluffypunk and Lucy 
Lepchani. Mr Sanders is unable to attend 
so his poem will be read by Kate 
Vanovitch. 

Jonny Fluffypunk is a seasoned “slam¬ 
mer” who “blends poems, songlets, surreal 
banter, off-kilter observation and bitter au¬ 
tobiography” into his act. Lucy Lepchani 
is renowned for poems that are “vivid and 
sensuous, and which move easily between 
pointed satire, nature and heritage, and lit¬ 
erary wit”.

T HE SMALL vil¬ 
lage of Chiselbor- 
ough, near 

Crewkerne, is putting it¬ 
self on the map with a 
momentous project 
which has seen precious 
historical photographs 
saved for posterity. 

Photographer Tony 
Perry, originally from 
Ilminster, married into 
one of the oldest families 
in the village - the Lang- 
dons. 

As vice chairman and 
events organiser for the 
village hall committee he 
was part of the decision 
to have a permanent dis¬ 
play of historical photo¬ 
graphs in the village i 
hall and, as photography 
was his hobby, agreed to 
take on the job of scan¬ 
ning, printing and collat¬ 
ing what the villagers 
brought to him. 

Little did he know the 
wealth of resources 
available and once the 
word was out, was pre¬ 
sented with no less than 
420 images. 

With space to display 
only ten on a permanent 
basis, Tony suggested 
they turn the whole thing 
into a village project 
and hold an exhibition. 

Funds needed to be 
raised to pay for all the 
printing and mounting 
costs. The village hall, 
parish church, parish 
council and historical so-

ciety put in over £400 
which was match funded 
by South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

Mr Perry said: “SSDC 
have been brilliant to this 
village. I went to the her¬ 
itage centre in Taunton 
and found they only had 
three photos of Chiselbor¬ 
ough, so they were keen 
to have copies and they 
will have a disc. 

“ We had to limit the ex¬ 


hibition to 120 pictures 
,from recent times to the 
oldest we have which is 
circa 19th century. 

“The great thing is that 
we have copies of photos 
that may have been lost at 
some point, when people 
pass away sometimes old 
photos are just thrown 
away ,especialy if people 
don’t know what they 
are.” 

The project became a 


passion for Mr Perry who 
worked very hard with 
some of the items, the 
worst being an old post¬ 
card from a former vil¬ 
lager now in Wales. It 
was torn in half and one 
corner badly wrinkled but 
thanks to his skill with 
Photoshop, the result has 
been fantastic. 

He categorised the cho¬ 
sen group for the exhibi¬ 
tion which was held only 


over two days on Septem¬ 
ber 29th and 30th mainly 
to give the locals the 
chance to see the collec¬ 
tion and help fill in some 
of the gaps with names. 

Now they have the 
archive, work will con¬ 
tinue to get the rest put 
onto discs for people to 
keep and the ten on per¬ 
manent display will be ro¬ 
tated on a regular basis.

Within a couple of 
years I got involved with the programming - and, as a 
Board member of PAT, have continued in this role ever 
since. 

Being given the opportunity to developThe David Hall 
programme has been an absolute pleasure and delight 
- although not without its moments of concern! It took 
a while to show that my intent of putting on only qual¬ 
ity acts was the best way forward, as it brought with it 
greater financial risk. I was also determined to broaden 
events from pure folk music to the varied programme 
we have today.This includes folk, roots, blues and world 
music. Also, PAT member Linda Bayliss, in association 
with Sherborne Jazz, arranges regular modern jazz 
events that are very popular. 

It has always been, and will continue to be, a challenge

Wessex Baroque's Go Nightly Cares concert, 
Friday 14 September 2012, llminster Arts 
Centre (organised by Concerts in the West) 


Review by Anthony Pither 


THIS beautifully conceived and exe¬ 
cuted concert of 17th Century Eng¬ 
lish instrumental and vocal music 
reached the hearts of an enthusias¬ 
tic audience. Celebrating the 400th 
anniversary of the publication of 
John Dowland's A Pilgrimes Solace, 
the first half of the programme con¬ 
sisted of three songs, interspersed 
by pieces for lute. Like the first song, 
Go nightly cares, so much of Dow¬ 
land's output appeals through its 
depiction of sorrow, or sorrow dis¬ 
pelled by love.This was followed by 
the delightful Little Consort by 
John Jenkins and then six succinct 
songs by William Lawes, the final 
one being Gather ye rosebuds. 

The ensemble members, each of 
whom has connections with the 
South West - Lorna Anderson, so¬ 
prano, Jane Norman, baroque vio¬ 
lin, Jan Spencer, bass viol and the 
versatile David Miller on lute, theo¬ 
rbo and guitar - are all highly ac¬ 
complished experts in their field. As 
an additional delight, Jilly Spencer 
provided poetry and prose from a 


variety of sources, bringing a his¬ 
torical and humorous perspective 
to the whole evening. 

In the second half, Wessex 
Baroque promoted Henry Purcell's 
younger brother, Daniel, featuring 
his pastoral cantata Amyntas in 
which Jan Spencer excelled. For all 
its brilliance, however, the music 
never reached the overwhelming 
genius of Henry. In a selection of 
songs from The Fairy Queen, Lorna's 
exquisite voice came into its own. 
Her understanding of style, power¬ 
ful but controlled expression and 
fine focus and diction, found in the 
players a perfect match. With the 
final song, Purcell's famous Plaint, O 
let me weep, we were brought full 
circle back to Dowland's subject 
matter, but 70 years on. 

The final concert in Concerts in 
the West's 2012 series is by the 
Marsyas Trio, who concentrate on 
music written for flute, cello and 
piano.They will perform on Friday 5 
October, 8pm at llminster Arts Cen¬ 
tre.

AM rarely congratulated for my writings but 
received an accolade on Saturday last. It was 
delivered, tongue in cheek I think, by one of 
the Chard spectators, as I had apparently got the 
name of Chard's ground right after some fifteen 
years of error!

CONDITIONS were ideal for open rugby at the 
PARK FIELD, although the bright sun threatened 
to cause problems. 

Chard were asked to face it during the first pe¬ 
riod and really could not have got off to a better 
start.They turned over possession after the initial 
drop out, recycled several times and eventually 
the visitors stepped offside and Nicholls kicked 
the penalty.
